When we were 
introduced, we were ſhewn aboye a hundred Ts 
pieces of arras belonging to the crown, made 
ol gold, filver, and filk ; ſeveral ſaddles cover- 
| ed with velvet of different colours; an im- 
menſe quantity of bed- furniture, ſuch as cano- 
pies, and the like, ſome of them moſt richly 
ornamented with pearl; ſome royal dreſles, 
ſo extremely magnificent, as to raiſe any c one's 


admiration at the ſums they muſt have coſt. 


We were next led into the Armoury, in which

water, large enough for one to have the plea- 
ſure of going in a boat, and rowing between 
the ſhrubs; here are great variety of trees 
and plants; labyrinths made with a great 
deal of labour; a jet d' eau, with it's baſon 


of white marble; and columns and pyramids 


of wood and other materials up and down 
the garden: After ſeeing theſe, we were led 
by the gardiner into the fummer-houſe, in the
